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Progress ot the Settlement-- 
Tlte Wants of the Com- 
munity. 

Rivbrland, Alberni, Dec. 8, 1885. 
To this Editor: — You will probably re- 
member that shortly after our arrival in 
■eUbomi, I started in one of my letters 
whish appeared in The Colonist, that in 
my opinion there was sufficient good land 
in this valley to accommodate at least one 

- huadred Bottlers. Although only sixteen 
months have elapsed since I made the 

^■tatoment referred to it is vory gratifying 
to find that nearly that number of claims 

' have already been pre-empted, and t hero 
are still large areas of good land to bo had 
which would vory soon be occupied if 
good roads were constructed so that set- 
tlers could, with somo degree of comfort, 
■get their supplies teamed in wagons (o 
'these somewhat distant portions of our 
••ttlement. When we look at tho pro- 
gross which has taken place here in so 
ahort a time I think we have some reason 
to be satisfied that our lot is cast in Al- 
berni, although it is true much will be 
aseded in the way of improvement before 
we can enjoy the comforts and privileges 
of older lettled communities. Before tho 
advent of last summer scarcely a boat was 
ever seen in Alberni. There wes no mail 
service; in fact there was none needed; 
and outside of the old Qualicum trail 
whioh then could scarcely bt> traced 
through underbrush and fallen timber, 
there was not the sign of another^! rail in 
{he valley. The first money spent by tho 
government was for the 

CLEARING OUT OF THE QUALICUM TRAIL, 

which was done last year, and which has 
baen kept in a passable condition since. 

' Last fall the first trail was commenced 
here [by a Mr. Lawson and party) and 
completed this summer. This truil ex- 
tends from the landing on the Somass 
river to the McKenzie claim on the Stamp 
river, a distance of somo seven miles. On 
the south side of the river a pack trail has 
lately been constructed, starting from 

' near the postoffi.ee to Spn at lake, a d t- 
tanao of five miles. Now another trail is 
being made from the Lawson road to the 
Beaver creek settlement, 'where quite a 
number of good claims have recently boon 
pre-empted, and beyond which there is 
■till a great deal of bottom land unoccu- 
pied. Mr. G. A. Smith, a surveyor and 
one of our settlers at Sproat lake, hus 
been engaged recontly by the government 
to survey a road from Nanaimo to Alber- 
ni (via Cameron lake), with the view, no 
doubt, to tho construction of a colonizii- 
tion road between this district and tho 
Bast cnaat. Since last Bpring we have our 
postoffice and a weekly mail overland from 
Nanaimo. Mr. Say ward was the first in 
the field 

IN THE BTOREKEEFINu LINE. 

Of la to Mr. Saunders has opened out a 
new store. Both have a good supply of 
everything required by settlers, which can 
now bo purchased at reasonable prices, 
thanks to competition, which people say 
la the life of trade. The steamer Hopo 
hai lately made one regular trip per 
month; her arrival here is looked upon aa 
one of the pleasant eyents of our quiet 
settlement. How, every reasonable per- 
■on will admit that in bo short a time this 
il really a great progress and improvement 

. for Alberni. In the Alberni canal and 
Barclay sound wo have & magnificent wa- 
ter privilege nature has provided as the 
future outlet for the shipment of tho pro- 
duce raised in this valloy and for commu- 
nication with the outside world. How- 
ever, as it will bo some years before much 
produce can be raised here; in the mean- 
time wo will have to look to the east coast 
for our mail service and communication 
othorwise. The time has now arrived 
whan there is no longer the shadow of ft

on Vancouver island ; consequently the 
question may now be asked: Has the time 
not arrived when something more should 
b? done for this isolated but promising 
settlement ? A good bridge constructed 
over the Somass (which at the rock is only 
about 100 feet wide), and a good wagon 
road to Sproat lake, with a branch run- 
ning up the valley to the Beaver oreek 



neighborhood, and other improvements 
are bound to be made sooner or later; cer- 
tainly there will bono timo in which these 
various improvements will bo more needed 
than at present, when poor Bettlers aro 
working vory hard clearing their land, 
and putting up with many hardships and 
even privations in order to make a homo 
for themselves and, perhaps, their fami- 
lies. It is a well known fact that tho first 
settlors in a new country aro, generally 
speaking, men of limited means, and that 
theso men will have to work very hard for 
many years before much can be expected 
in return for their labors. How impor- 
tant, then, to assist these settlors in every 
possible way and at such a timo aa such 
assistance is mostly needed. Take, for 
esaraple, our settlers at Sproat lake and 
Beaver creek. Theso men are charged by 
Indians at tho rate of twenty to thirty 
dollars per ton on flour and other supplies 
to have these supplios taken up the river 
in canoes from the landing to these respec- 
tive places mentioned. Add to that sum the 
freight charged from Victoria hero, and 
the total is a ruinous expense. No indi- 
vidual with limitod means can stand such 
extravagant expense; the consequence 
will bo that some of these settlers will bo 
compelled to abandon their claims before 
long unless a good wagon road is con- 
structed to each of thoso somewhat dis- 
tant portions of our settlemont. 

TRAILS ARK OK VERY LITTLE USB 
in a country and climate of this kind 
where there is no snow to allow tho uso 
of sloighs. Iu tho interest of this com- 
munity and with a view tn opon up for 
settlement the good land lying between 
Nanaimo and Alberni a good road should 
be constructed, which should not end at 
the outskirts of this settlement, but 
pushed through to Sproat lake, for which 
purpose ono of tho old mill roads could 
be utilized ind made good at little ex- 
pense. A bridge across tho Somass is also 
a great necessity; especially 1ms tho need 
of one been folt this fall, on account of 
tho great quantity of rain that hus fallen, 
which has made and kept tho river in a 
dangerous condition for canoes. From 
this proposod bridge a good wagon road 
should be constructed north to Beaver 
creek. When these improvements aro 
accomplished tho settlers in these places 
will s»vo tho enormous expenditure now 
incurred by them, as they could then get 
their supplies teamed in wagons; for a 
trifling cost. The portion of country ly- 
ing on this aide of tho mountains, to- 
gether with the country lying along tho 
cana! to tLc-west coast, should, in the in- 
terests of this growing community, bo 
separated from the Nanaimo district and 
formod into a separate district or con- 
stituency, and as our population is quite 
large enough and the place of sufficient 
importance, steps should bo takon at the 
Erst opportunity to have this neiv district 
REPRESENTED IN THE LEGISLATIVE UALLS1 
of our province. If this cannot be ac- 
complished at the next session of tho lo- 
cal house, at least a polling sub-division 
should be formed and instruction given, 
bo that every taxpayer could got his name 
recorded and enjoy at the coming elec- 
tion the privilege of the franchise. As wo 
now have the required number of child- 
ren of Bchool age residing in this locality 
provision should bo made at the coming 
session for a school-house aud muster and 
a school section organized. Iu any new 
settlement or, in fact, anywhore lumber 
is an article much in demand by farmers 
fur building purposes and other improve- 
ment; but as the statute is framed it can- 
not be manufactured here at any time in 
tho future, as the timber is reserved, and 
consequently our lumbar when needed 
will have to be brought from Victoria or 
Burrard Inlet. A fanner on theso lands 
cannot either build a lime-kiln to burn 
lime for his own uae or sell to his neigh- 
bors who may need it for building pur- 
poses or aa a fertilizer for their land. 
Neither could 'a man start a brickyard 
here, as tho very stones and slag under 
our feet are reserved. We were aware 
that the right to cut timber for railway 
purposes, etc., was reserved; but certain- 
ly not many among ub over dreamed of 
Uie fact that any sottler on those lands 
could not build a sawmill and in clearing 
his land could bo prevented from cutting 
any timber into lumbor for his own uao 
or that of his neighbors. However, if I 
am not mistaken, such is the case, as nny 
person can see for himself on reading 
clauso third of 

ISLAND RAILWAY ACT, 188-1. 

Wo find in reference to tho land that 
"everything thereupon, therein and there- 
under is reserved." This clauso certainly 
includes timber and minerals, but stones 
and clay are specially mentioned as being 
reserved. If I am not mistaken tho gen- 
eral prosperity of our province will de- 
mand and require that all these reserved 
rights shall ba handed back to actual set- 
tlers on these lands or they will abandon 
thorn sooner or later; consequently the 
sooner this act relating to Island railway 
lands can bo amended the bettor for the 
people and tho province generally. It 
appears that as yet no crown grants have 
been issued for these lands in the railway 
belt, although we aro told that many ap- 
plications have been made in behalf of 
those who have completed their settle- 
ment duties nnd paid for thoir lands in 
full. This is also discouraging to tin. Be 
who are entitled to their patents. Many 
on that account will not pay for their 
land, nnd somo havo gone bo far as to 
make enquiries whether they can get 
their money refunded. The sooner those 
various disturbing elomentacan ba settled 
the better for all concerned. In conclu- 
sion, to return to our settlement at Al- 
berni, if such progress has taken place 
while we were isolated and laboring under 
many disadvantages, what further pro- 
gress could be exp'c'cd in the course of 
another year or so if our government, by 
a liberal vote of the house at the Ginning 
session, grant us ths sum of money re- 
quired for th,e improvements whioh I have 
endeavored to show ore actually needed? 
Why, the result would be seen very soon 
in the number of claims that would yet 
be taken up (which in the course of a 
very short time would, probably amount 
to nearly two hundred claims) and the 
prosperity of this promising community.

New York, Dec. G. — The Herald's 
London correspondent quotes an 'inter 
view with Thebaw in the Londoi 
Tillies, in which the King says: "I 
wish to be quiet. Let Oolonol Staden 
govern the country for five years. 
When he has got affairs in good order 
then I will come back and be guided by 
him. You English think that I killed 
all my relations, but it is not so. I was 
under guard myself and they were mur 
dered. I ordered that my relationw 
should not be killed, but imprisoned, 
so that there might not be a disturbance 
in the country. 1 was sleeping in bed 
when tho order to kill them was given 
by the Ministers. After eight months 
tho men who killed princes tried to 
murder me. The English people knew 
much that I did not, but not of what 
was going on behind uie. I never left 
the palace. 1 wish the English to 
know that I am not a drunkard. I am 
a religious Buddhist."

London, Dec. 7. — Mr. Bright, speak- 
ing at Birmingham this evening, plead- 
ed for further emancipation in India. 
He said that England, must team her 
lesson that her rule in India was of 
temporary duration and depended 
more upon wisdom than force. He fav- 
ored the division of I ho smaller presi- 
dencies in accordance with the various 
nations. Even if the English rule 
should end, they could confederate in- 
stead of fighting each other. The India 
problem was crying for a solution.

The telegram from Montreal which rep- 
resented that Mr. Davrno, lata judge of 
Alaska, who recently passed through this 
city with the expressed intention of giv- 
ing himself up to justice in Oregon, had 
sailed from that port for Europe, ia prob- 
ably in the main correct, as nothing was 
seen or heard of him in Oregon oftur he 
left Victoria, J^ut the statement that ho 
entored Canada Dy the Canadian Pacific 
railway is an absurdity, as there has been 
no through train since Dawn o disappeared 
from here. A Portland paper discusses 
tho fugacious individual and dishes him 
up in fine style. Of hia early history lit- 
tle is known, except that he was in tho 
confederate service and deserted his fam- 
ily before coming to Salem, Oregon, where 
he married a Miss Miller, daughter of a 
leading and wealthy citizen there. He 
first organized a church and preached a 
little; then he becamo a school teacher 
and a candidate for state superintendent, 
His aspirations boing disappointed, he 
next triod doctoring, but failed at that 
and then hung out his shingle as an at- 
torney and was prosecuting that profes- 
sion when President Cleveland appointed 
him judge of Alaska. As soon as his ap- 
pointment was announced by telegraph 
Dawne became a great man in Salem and 
it was then that he begun consummating 
villianies by the wholesale. Holding ail 
appointment to a high and honorable ju- 
dicial position at a Balary of §3000 per 
annum gave him great prominence. He 
was engaged in fleecing unsophistocated 
ruralistB out of their coin by plausible 
promises, and by placing in their liandB 
forged and otherwise worthless notes as 
collaterals. It is not possible at this time 
to give a full list of the victims and tho 
amounts out of which ho fleeced thorn. 
New cases are being developed almost 
daily. So far as known, following is a 
partial catalogue of his crimes: From a 
carpenter named Chandler ho obtained 
$4700 to loan, which ho never accounted 
for. Jacob Weitszer of South Salem loan- 
ed him $3700 and took as security a note 
which he had retained on a party in Benton 
county after having foreclosed a mortgage 
and collected the same, and another note 
and mortgage with tho clerk's certificate, 
all of which are gross forgeries Samuel 
Ramp placed in his hands S7000 which he 
loauod to parties who were notoriously 
irresponsible and it is supposed that he 
retained a large dividend fur perpetrating 
the fraud. James Shirly placed in his 
hands §10,000 to loan, which remains un- 
accounted fur. Shirly is an old man, and 
since he becanio aware of his loss has been 
prostrated both mentally and physically, 
and is not at this time able to leave his 
room. D. F. Wagner lost about 
§1000 in money, which he 
loaned on insufficient Beourity, In 
loaning this money he included in the 
mortgage on the proporty of the party ob- 
taining the funds, an adjoining farm be- 
longing to another man. In this cage he 
socured anothor large "divy." The most 
ungrateful of all this vile scoundrel's acts 
was in the outright forgery of a note bear- 
ing tho name of his father-in-law, Mr. 
William Miller, for §2500, upon which he 
obtained the cash from Breytnan Bros, of 
Salem. Mr. Miller endorsed a note to 
Breyman for him fur the sum of ?500, 
which note has not yet come to light, but 
i3 probably in tlio hands ol ionic party aa 
collateral for near its face, for Mr. Miller 
is responsible for more than fifty times 
the amount. He collectod for William 
Clark S1775 which he embezzled. From 
a man named Mitohell he obtained §375 
under false pretense and got away with it. 
Anothor man named Lake is loser by him 
in the sum of 8300, He forged a note on 
W. M. Davis for §300 upon which, to- 
gether with others, he obtained a consid- 
erable amount of money from the Kast 
Portland bank. As before stated, it is 
impossible at present to obtain a full 
list of Dawno's defalcations, but those 
above mentioned are enough to 
stamp him as a most infamous swindler 
and Bcoundrel. It is quite probable that 
be was months, nay years, concocting 
and accomplishing many of these vil- 
lainies, but it was not until he received 
the appointment to Alaska that he was 
enabled to sail so smoothly over tho Sty- 
gian flood of rascality. As a man Dawne 
was peculiar. Ho was not an orator in 
any senso of tho term. HiB speeches 
were insipid and tedious to his hearers, 
yet there was something in his mariner 
which left a favorable impression of hina 
in the minds of thoso who listened to hia 
harangues. As a conversationalist he 
was fluent, but his thoughts were superfi- 
cial in the extreme. His language be- 
trayed him at once aB a man whose educa- 
tion had been obtained more by being in 
the society of men of letters than by 
scholastic training. He often misapplied 
words tho signification of which lie did 
not secra to understand. For several 
years past ho has drank heavily, and for 
throe or four months prior to his depart- 
ure for Alaska he was on one continuous 
drunk, although a stranger would not 
have discovered his condition by passing 
a few remarks with him. Those most in- 
timate with him knew him to be a most 
consummate liar, but his fabrications 
were not of a malicious character. 

THE LIB~L HUlTtS. 

Mention was made yesterday of the 
faut that Mr. Justice Walkem has insti- 
tuted proceedings for alleged libel against 
Tlu Colonist and Post— damages in the 
aggregate being laid nt §15,000. Tho ac- 
tion is based on tho republication from an 
Ottawa paper of a report of proceedings 
in tho MoIN'amee suit. The report ap- 
peared in the Post without comment. The 
Colonist, extracting from tiiu Post, pub- 
lished the sentence that reflected on Mr. 
Walkem and expressed its disbelief; but 
added that Mr. Walkem could not afford 
to rest under tho imputation, as it had 
been made under oath; it should bo 
tfiven a prompt denial. For saying "only 
this and nothing moro" wo aro required 
to enter an appearance at tho supreme 
court within eight dayB or pay to the 
credit of Mr. Walkera at tho bank the 
sum of £10,000. Ii is scarcely neces- 
sary to say that appearance will bo 
entered and that wo shall be pre- 
pared to show- "that the publication of the 
evidence was "privileged," and that if 
Mr. McNamee was incorrectly reported 
the fault rests with tho Ottawa paper and 
not with ns, who actually defended Mr. 
"Walkem, The public will understand 
that if journals must forego tho publica- 
tion of reports of judicial proceedings that 
come to thorn through the columns of 
presumably respectable newspapers, the 
only Bafe course for a journalist to pursue 
is to send out hiB papor in k blank and let 
his subscribers And out the *iowb for 
themselves. In the publication of tho 
sentenco complained of we disclaim all 
malice, and contend that the privileges of 
journalism were uot abmed,

CALIFORNIA. 

SiN Francisco, Dec. 15. — B. J. Shay, 
who was shot by J, C. Brown in the Ne- 
vada restaurant while dining with the lat- 
ter's wife on the 23d of October lust, died 
this morning. Brown, who has beon in 
prison since the shooting, had a charge of 
murdor placed against him, 

J. M. Todd, a well known capitalist re- 
siding at Oakland, was accidentally killed 
to-day while boarding; a local train. 

The Call this morning publishes rii ar- 
ticle based on reliable information show- 
ing that there ;irc in round numbers 
253.000 Chinamen in California. Figures 
are furnished showing tho number belong- 
ing to each of tho Chinoso six companies.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Dec. 15. — A rumor is current 
here to-day that the Canadian Pacific 
llaihvay company ia urging the British 
govornment to buy a largo quantity of 
Canadian Pacific Railway stock in order 
to secure control of the trans-Pacific 
route. 

EASTERN STATES. 
WlLKESBARKE, Pa., Dec L4. — A fright- 
ful explosion of gas took place this morn- 
ing in a mill on Greek mine, operated by 
the Delaware and Hudson Coal Co. At 
tho time of tho accident thero were about 
one hundred miners, laborers and boys in 
tho slope. The news spread rapidly and 
tho whole population had soon gathered 
about the properly. The explosion oc- 
curred in what is known as No. 12 lift, 
which ia locatod at the extreme end of tho 
opening of the slope, being 4000 feet from 
tho mjuth. Ventilation was a ditlicult 
problem. The gas had ignited in tho 
breast, whore a miner named ColTeo was 
at work, An exploring party of some 
twenty miners entered tho slope, and as 
soon as tho uoirs had roached the surface 
it was discovered that many had been 
burned, and thoy at once began removing 
them, Ten of tho injured men have been 
already removed from the mine, one of 
whom has died.

Dorchester, N. B., Dec. 2, — Hon. 
P. A. Landry, M. P., for Kent, having

in calming the over-excited minds, in 
preventing tho public demonstrations, 
where the only effect is to unduly 
rouse bitterness and yivite recrimina- 
tion. It seems to me more in the in- 
terest of good feeling and more in con- 
formity with the spirit of our constitu 
lion to try and ensure a settlement of 
tliid vexed question by the exercise of 
a calm and matured judgment. With 
such convictions, I cannot, therefore 
lake the initiative in convening a meet- 
ing, such as is suggested in vour circu 
lar."

•AUTUMN ASSIZES. 

(Uotore Hon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

Tuesday, Dec. 15, 1885. 

SENTENCES. 

Frank Holloway, for stealing, was sen- 
tenced to 18 months' imprisonment. 

In the cases of Alfred Holloway and 
Townsend, Mr. .1. P. Walls asked his 
lordship toallow sentence in the Holloway 
case to stand over until arrangements 
could bo made for sending Townsond to 
sea for throe years, tho lad to be bound 
apprentice for that term. 

His lordship declined, and having .ox- 
plained to tho prisoners his determina- 
tion to the practice of juvenile stoaling, 
sentenced Alfred Townsond and Holloway 
to 18 months each, for tho robbery of 
which they were jointly convicted, and 
Townsend to an extra 18 mouths for rob- 
bing from C. Morton's store, second sen- 
tence to commenco at tho oxpiration of 
the first. 

A petition of previous good character 
of the prisoner Mah Keo, considerably 
mitigated his sentence which was fixed at 
a term of imprisonment for threo months 
in the conunon jail. 

(Ileforu Mr. Justice Valkem). 

Mr. Taylor in behalf of Win. Moore, 
called tho attention of the court to the 
fact that it was the desire of his cliont to 
challenge two of the grand jury — one who 
had expressed himself unfavorably to 
Moore, and another who was in tho em- 
ploy of those who were tho instigation of 
tho prosecution. 

Mr. Justice Wulkem replied that it was 
the first time he had heard tho rij;lu 
claimed to challenge any of the grand 
jury, but without committing himself to 
any opinion on the point, ho thought it 
would be only fair and desirable that 
those gentlemen who wore objected to 
shouid retire. The better way. perhaps, 
would be that those who were immediate- 
ly interested ill any case should retire 
during its consideration. He then pro- 
ceeded to charge tho jury in the 
case of Samuel Greer, charged with forg- 
ing and uttering a false title deed of a 
certain piece of land situate at False 
creek, and claimed by Gieor undor an In- 
dian title and who produced what would 
bo known as the "bluu" deed, purporting 
to have been made by two Indians who 
owned tho land. McTiornan, tho agent, 
had telegraphed down that tho deed must 
bo a forgery as he had never issued such 
an one. tiefore tho commissioner, Greor 
had stated one thing, before tho equattera' 
committee another, and afterwards in a 
letter had said that MoTiernan's signature 
was a forgery und in substantiation men- 
tioned thedocument upon which he(Greer) 
had applied for tho title. 

His lordship passing on to the case 
against Win. Monro, definod the term 
piracy as an offence which, if committed 
on liiid, would have boon felony. Evi- 
dence had shown that Mooro had acted 
as tho paid servant of Turner, Beeton & 
Co., by whom also the crew wore p.iid. 
The two things for the jury to find woro 
whether Moore had betrayed his trust, 
and whether he had turned pirate. There 
were indictments against Moore and cer- 
tain of his sons for piracy against tho 
former, and with inciting to piracy, also 
against tho latter for stealing, and against 
Moore himself for inciting to steal the 
vessel. 

The case against Clayton, charged with 
stealing a oout, appeared to bo a very 
trivial one, and it was a matter of regret 
that the law was not so framed that tho 
case could have been dealt with by a mag- 
istrate. 

The court adjourned till 10 a. m. to- 
day ( Wednesday)

Mr. Williamson of Esher has been 
staying at Balmoral for the purpose of 
taking a bust in marble of Princess 
Beatrice, which has been ordered by the 
Queen. 

The torpedo range and depot and 
the other works which are to be con- 
structed on Horsea island, in Ports- 
mouth harbor, are estimated to cost up- 
wards of .£250,000. The work is to be 
extended over three Gnanciul years. 

The new sacred oratorio upou which 
Sir Arthur Sullivan is at present en- 
gaged, that is being composed express 
ly for the Leeds festival next autumn, 
will only be long enough to occupy ono 
half the programme of morning per- 
formance. 

A cholera scare generally lasts a 
couple of years, and very few people 
will have the courage to make their 
way next season to the tourist-trod re- 
gions of Switzerland, and again to 
stand in blanket on the Kigi awaiting 
the unrivalled spectaclo of the rising 
sun on the thousand pinnacles of tho 
Alps. 

The late Duke of Buccleuch'a herd 
of Ayrshire cattle, which was consider- 
ed to be the finest collection in the 
world of this breed, was recently sold 
off at Drumlanrig Oastlo, and excellent 
prices were realized, the purchasers be- 
ing among the largest landed proprie- 
tors and cattlo raisers in England. 

Ono of the stock arguments of the 
church preservationists has always been 
that, if the Anglican church were dis- 
established and disendowed, the church 
of Home in Great Britain would bo 
strengthened. This argument is now 
worthless, for Cardinal Newman hits 
announced that lie and those with him 
will resist any attack upon the Angli- 
can church. 

Some of the exhibitors of .musical in- 
struments at the inventions exhibition 
are annoyed at their treatment by the 
authorities. They have been crowded 
for space, and placed in a part of the 
building where the dust and damp have 
injured tho delicate merchandize of 
some of the instruments, and the jury 
awards have been delayed to an unrea- 
sonable period. 

Like the Countess Spencer, the 
Countess of Carnarvon is determined 
to "be not weary in well doing." She 
is indefatigable in her effects to be of 
use to Irish society at large, and to the 
poor and the sick in particular. Her 
kindly visits to two of the principal 
hospitals touched the people in their 
tenderest spot, and they are now her 
most loyal admirers. 

The breaking up of the numerous 
petty courts of the kinglets of Ger- 
many, and of the princelings and grand 
dukes of Italy, has been a great loss to 
the English abroad. The English de- 
light, at home or abroad alike, in 
courts, and revel in the glories of roy- 
alty, even if only in the dim royalty of 
most serene highnesses, and in the fad- 
ed courts of princelings, whose terri- 
tories and wealth bear no comparison 
with those of English dukes. 

Lord St. Leonards, who not so long 
ago attained such unenviable notoriety 
in England, that he was induced to be- 
take himself abroad, has been crenting 
an impression in Australia that here- 
ditary legislators are not quite a divine 
institution. At Melbourne, during the 
hearing of a case against a publican for 
selling liquors after hours, it incident- 
ally came out that his lordship, upon 
being refused liquor, broke open the 
bar door, and that the police had to be 
called in before he would desist. 



An experiment which should be 
highly interesting to the public at large 
took place in the Thames at Westmin- 
ster. Several persons, including a lady, 
a clergyman, and military and naval 
officers, all clad in the garments of 
their everyday life, embarked in a 
small boat, and on arriving in mid 
stream proceeded to jump into the 
water. When there they appeared to 
bo perfectly at their ease, and making 
no movement, rested calmly, with their 
heads appearing above the surface. 
The explanation of the phenomenon 
was that the clothes worn by these 
people were made of a fabric in which 
fine threads of cork were interwoven 
with other material. Mr. Jackson, the 
inventor, is to be congratulated on the 
complete success of this ingenious de- 
vice, which is a vast improvement on 
the unwieldy Boyton dress. Timid sea 
travelers can now equip themsolves in 
garments which, while being undis- 
tinguishable from those of ordinary 
mortals, will make death by drowning 
an impossibility.
